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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicants Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE), filed 09/28/2007. Claims 1-25 & 38 are pending in the instant 
application; of which, Claims 1, 17 & 38 have been amended. Claims 26-37 are 
canceled. 



Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments, see Amendment - After Final Rejection, filed 
08/13/2007, with respect to Claims 1, 17 & 38 have been fully considered and are 
entered. The 102-prior art rejection of Hirose et al. over Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 17-20, 23, & 
25 is withdrawn per amendment, (crosslinkable group doe not include a vinyl group). 
The 112-indefinite rejection of Claim 38 is withdrawn per amendment. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention pertains to the compounds according to the formulae in 
Claims 1, 8, 17, & 38. The compounds according said formulae are free of the prior art; 
nothing known in the art anticipates or renders the compounds of the instant application 
obvious. The closest prior art to said formulae has been made of record. 

Novel features recited in the formulae of the instant claims include the 
combination of E and the required crosslinking moiety. TPD, (TPD is the equivalent of 
Formula I without E, and all R groups are phenyl), is a well known monomer for making 
organic light emitting devices (OLED). Around the time of filing, the prior art was 
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installing crosslinking groups on TPD; however, no such art was published suggesting 
the installation of a crosslinking group on compounds according to the instant formulae, 
with the exception of Hirose et al. (see Office Action, 12/6/2007). With the exclusion of 
vinyl crosslinking groups, the instant application presents compounds with a novel 
combination of said formulae and crosslinking groups (as described in the specification 
on page 2). 

One skilled in the art would be enabled to make and use the compounds taught 
herein for the purpose of making OLED using the teachings of the Specification in 
conjunction with the teachings in the prior art.
